English teacher Ria Turk 
was non-renewed, effective 
May 23rd. 

The elementary school 
had several teacher/aide 
tehires recommended and 
approved. Two of those 
received tenure with this 
rehire. 

The elementary school 
rehires included: Claire 
Bailey, Katie Harrison, 
Rachel Morrow, Lindsey 
Swan, Brooke Weeks, and 
Kelley Wilson. Also 
approved for rehire was 
Sarah Mitchell, EES aide.

The high school also had 
several rehires recommend- 
ed and approved by board 
members.

Also during the meeting, 
the board approved a con- 
tract form with South 
Alabama Contracting for a 
project. The approved 
motion gave board presi- 
dent DeAnn Grantham 


authority to execute docu- 
ments for this project as 
necessary. 

The project Park will 
include repairing drainage 
structures, along with ero- 
sion issues and washouts 


around the schools. 
Moseley said this project 
uses FEMA dollars that 
need to be utilized by June 
21st to open up availability 
of additional FEMA funds 
for the school system. 
Board members 
approved the financial 
statement for March 2019, 
which was confirmed to 
have been reconciled to the 
bank statement and general 
ledger as of March 31st. 
Several announcements 
from the superintendent 
included noting the Band 
Banquet set for Tuesday 
night, May 7, at 6 p.m. 
Moseley said this will be 
held at the Westside Baptist 
Church activities building, 
and board members were 
invited to attend. 
He said Elba would be

She was frustrated. 

Apparently, all she 
wanted was to present an 
elaborate, well-cooked 
meal. There are good rea- 
sons to believe Martha was 
wealthy and had plenty of 
kitchen help, nevertheless 
she was upset. Her 
younger sister Mary was in 
the other room sitting idly, 
listening to Jesus. 

At some point, Martha 
approaches Him, com- 
plaining that she’s doing 
all the work, and asks Him 
to instruct Mary to: help 
her. 

“Martha, Martha,” Jesus 
says. “You are worried and 
bothered about so many 
things, but only one thing 
is necessary, for Mary has 
chosen the good part 
which will not be taken 
away from her.” (Luke 
10:41-42 NASB) 

Many remember Martha 
only from this story, think- 
ing of her as a small player 
in the Bible. But, no. 
Martha is one of the most 
important people -in 
Scripture. Let me show 
you why. 

We know Jesus loved 
these two women and their 
brother Lazarus. (John 
11:5) They lived in 
Bethany, a half hour from 
Jerusalem, and Jesus ate 
there repeatedly. Perhaps 
every time He went to

Jerusalem. 

It’s now the final year of 
Jesus’ ministry, and He’s 
nearly been stoned in the 
temple. Jesus knows He’s 
going to die soon, but it 
must be at the Passover. So 
He takes His disciples to 
the safety of the wilder- 
ness across the Jordan 
River. 

This is probably where 
Jesus receives word that 
Lazarus is very sick. Our 
Lord waits two days and 


then heads toward 
Bethany. Nearing the vil- 
lage, He learns that 


Lazarus has been dead for 
four days. Now remember 
that Jesus had waited only 
two days, so even if He'd 
come right away, Lazarus 
still would have been dead 
for two days. 

When Martha hears that 
Jesus is nearby, she quietly 
leaves her home, which is 
filled with mourners, and 
goes to meet Him. 

“If you had been here, 
my brother would not have 
died,” she says. 

Jesus then tells her one 
of the finest passages of 
Scripture, “I am the resur- 
rection and the life. He that 
believeth in me though he 
were dead, yet shall he 
live...” (John 11:24) 

He asks Martha if she 
believes.

Lord,” Martha 


says. (John 11:27) 

She returns home to tell 
her sister Jesus is nearby, 
quietly drawing Mary 
aside so Mary can also slip 
away and talk privately 
with Jesus. But Mary hears 
the news and runs from the 
house. The mourners who 
are there, thinking Mary is 
going to the tomb, follow 
her. When she reaches 
Jesus, she falls at his feet 
weeping and says, “If you 
had been here, my brother 
would not have died.” 

Those words are the 
exact same ones Martha 
spoke, but Jesus’ response 
to Mary is entirely differ- 
ent.. Martha stood and 
talked to Him, Mary lies at 
His feet sobbing. The 
Bible then says just two 
words, making this one of 
the most tender moments 
in Scripture: 

Jesus wept. (John 11:35) 

Jesus could have easily 
lifted Mary and said it's 
going to be fine. I'm about 
to bring Lazarus back to 
life. But Jesus weeps with 
her. There's nothing He 
can do to change the suf- 
fering Mary has endured. 
His heart is with her heart. 

Jesus then walks to the 
tomb. “Take away the 
stone,” He says. 

But something else hap- 
pens. Something just 
before the resurrection of

The guest speaker will be 
Dothan attorney Valerie 
Judah, who will discuss 
civil asset forfeiture and 
associated issues, including 
protection of individual 
constitutional rights. 

Senate Bill 191, spon- 
sored by Decatur Senator 
Arthur Orr (R), is designed 
to make the state’s civil 
asset forfeiture practices 
more just and equitable. 
Under Alabama’s civil asset 
forfeiture policies, police 
are able to seize personal 
property from citizens 
without a criminal charge 
or conviction if they find 
probable cause to believe 


the property could be con- 
nected to a crime. In order 
to regain their property, 
owners not convicted of 
crimes must go through a 
court process to prove the 
property was not connected 
to a crime.

Last week, The Elba Clipper reported the FEMA-required 
historical review of each property designated in the 
“buyout” program from the December 2015 flood was 
expected to begin in May.

ADPH urges action from those 
potentially exposed to measles 


On April 23, the 
Tennessee Department of 
Health reported to the 
Alabama Department of 
Public Health that an 
individual with a confirmed 
measles case traveled 
through Alabama on April 
11 and made two stops 
during the infectious 
period. 

Persons should check 
their vaccine history for 
vaccination with measles, 
mumps and rubella (MMR) 
vaccine. Two doses of 
vaccine provide up to in 97 
percent effectiveness to 
prevent measles. While 
measles vaccine given to 
unvaccinated persons 
within 72 hours of exposure 
can prevent disease, it is 
still appropriate for any 
unvaccinated person to 
receive MMR regardless of 
time of exposure. 

On Thursday, April 11, 
the person later found to 
have measles stopped at D 
& J Travel Plaza, 651 
Highway 28, W, 
Livingston, at 2:20 p.m. to 
purchase food and gas. 
Then at 5:54 p.m., the 
person entered at 
Chick-fil-A, 1824 Glenn 
Blvd..SW, Fort Payne, to 
order food. 

Measles is a serious viral 
respiratory illness that lives 
in the nose and throat 
mucus of infected people. 
A single case of measles 
will infect up to 95 percent 
of unvaccinated people 
who are exposed. 

State Health Officer Dr. 
Scott Harris said, “If you 
suspect you were exposed, 
it is important for you to 
call your healthcare 
provider before being seen 
in his or her office, follow 
instructions for reporting, 
and practice social isolation 
if you develop any of the 
signs and symptoms of 
measles.” 

Symptoms of measles 
appear 7 to 14 days after a 
person is infected. 
Common early symptoms 
include: 

-- High fever, up to 105 
degrees F 

-- Cough 

-- Runny nose 

-- Red or watery eyes 

Two to three days after 
symptoms begin, an 
infected person may have 
tiny white spots appear 
inside of the mouth. 

Three to five days after 
symptoms begin, the 
infected person could also 
have: 


-- Arash of flat red spots 
appear on the face and 
spread to the neck, chest, 
arms, legs and feet. 

-- Small raised bumps 
may appear on the flat red 
spots. 

Measles is very 
contagious and may live up 
to 2 hours in the air or on 
surfaces after an infected 
person coughs or sneezes. 

¢ People can spread 
measles to others 4 days 
before and 4 days after the 
rash appears. 

* Measles is spread from 
person-to-person through 

-- Coughing and sneezing 

-- Touching items and 
surfaces the infected person 
has coughed or sneezed on. 

* The best prevention 
against measles is receiving 
2 doses of MMR vaccine. 

z8 If you are exposed, 
not up-to-date, or have 
unknown MMR vaccine 
history, please contact your 
doctor or pharmacist to get 
vaccinated. 

Measles is highly 
contagious and can be 
serious in all age groups. 
Children younger than 5 
years of age and adults 
older than 20 are more 
likely to suffer from 
measles complications. 
Common complications 
may include ear infections, 
hearing loss, and diarrhea. 
Severe complications may 
include pneumonia, 
swelling of the brain, and 
death. One measles case is 
also expected to result in 
12-18 additional cases. Up 
to 20-30 percent of infected 
people have complications 
from the disease. 

According to the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, about one out 
of four people who get 
measles will be 
hospitalized; one out of 
1,000 people with measles 
will develop brain swelling 
(encephalitis) which may 
lead to brain damage; and 
one or two out of 1,000 
people with measles will 
die, even with the best care. 
Two doses of measles 
vaccine are over 97 percent 
protective against the
